ARNUM, the circus man, in his old age made a speech in 
which he gave this description of the populaiity of liquor 


•when he was a boy, along about l-S-'O: 


"Everybody had barrels tit tider in their cellars and drank 


cider spirits called 'gumption.' 
1'iofesbOib ot rejgion and the 


clergy all drank liquor. 
They drank it m all the hat and comb 


shops, the farmers had it at hay and harvest times. Every sort 
of excuse was made for being tieated. A new journeyman must 
give a pint or quart of nun to pay hi" looting. If* a man had a 
coat he must 'sponge' it by treating. L'ven at funerals the clergy, 
mourners and iriends drank liquor. At public vendues the auc- 
tioneer held a bottle of liquor m hL hand and when bidding 
lagged he would cry, ' A Uram to the next bidder.' The bid would 
be raised a cent, ami the bidder would take his boldly and be the 
envy of most of the others." 


Raise in I his atmosphere of universal dunking, Barnum 


drank more or le-^ until he was 37. Then he signed the pledge, 
went to his tellar and emptied his bottles upon the ground, ac- 
cording to his biogiapby by M. R. Werner. Thercalter Barnum 
was a temperance worker, until he died 54 years later. Numer- 
ous times ho took the platform to lecture.

Ruth Is a free swinger, the stvle batsman who looks bad when there 


is lack of co-ordination. When Ruth is pressing most any kind of pitching 
will make him look bad 
I regard Ray Schalk as one of the brainiest tatchers in the game. 


After Ruth had failed to hit low and outside pitching in the big series, it 
was a certainty that ho would he fed such » diet during the American 
League season 
At the-close of last season, I asked Schalk it he had been 


successful with such style against Ruth. 
"I should say not." he replied. "That style may be all right for a 


world series but not as a steady diet. Ruth ran up on the slow stuff, 
pitched low and outside, and broke up many a ban game against the Sox."

Shocker's great success against Ruth can be traced to his ability to 


mix them up.

The pitcher who can slow up on Ruth, using exactly the same motion 


delivering the slow ball as the fast one, bothers the big fellow. Shocker 
is thnt t> pp.

While Shocker has the edge on the champion 
slugger, he is always pleased when he lias been retired.
